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HEADQUARTERS REPORT 


The year 1975 was a banner year for QCWA. We took in S/T 
new members during the fiscal year and reinstated 36 members 
for an increase of 1,007 members. There were, of course, 4 
total of 293 Silent Keys and lost members. Buc we ended up 
with a net increase of 714 members. 


Financially, it was touch and go, and we ended the year 
with a floss of $226. There were some rather heavy operating 
expenses associated with the relocation of the Headquarters 
office so we are hoping to break even next year - in spite of 
the increase in mailing costs and other inflation. When you 
consider that most local chapters charge $3.00 or $4.00 a 
year dues, we think we are doing pretty well to run a Macional 
organization of over 7300 active members on $3.33 per year.

Excerpts from “FCC HIGHLIGHTS" in AUTO-CALL Magazine 
By Bill Grenfell, W4GF 


| suspect many Amateurs are not aware of what the FCC pro- 
vides in its rules for handicapped persons. Special consider- 
ations can be applied to persons handicapped by failing eye- 
sight or hearing defects and infirmities which make it diffi- 
cult to handle a key, write down code tests, draw circuit 
diagrams, etc. 


"Applicants unable to comply with the regular requirements, 
because of physical disability, may dictate their answers to 
the examinations questions and the receiving code test and if 
unable to draw required diagrams, may dictate a detalled de- 
scription essentially equivalent." 


Applicants requiring such help should make arrangements with 
the FCC office prior to the examination and should bring some- 
one along to assist them. If an applicant is so handicapped 
that he cannot travel to the location where the FCC supervised 
exam is given, he may take a Conditional, Advanced or Extra 
Class examination at home under the supervision of a volunteer 
examiner who holds a license of equal or higher class than 
that for which the applicant is being examined. Renewal 
requirements may also be waived under extenuating circumstances. 


There are some protections built in to prevent abuse of 
these special privileges and you may need a physician's cer- 
tificate attesting to the degree of the disability and the 
fact that Tt is a "protracted! disability. 


Where special arrangements may be raquired for handicapped 
persons to cake an exam in other than the ordinary manner or 
procedure, mail or telephone contact with the FCC office which 
will conduct the examination is recommended. If a mail exam 
ination is involved, or if ft appears that a walver of minimum 
requirements nay be involved, written or telephone comnunice- 
tion with the Commission's Amateur and Citizens Divisian is 
recommended.

LEONARD HEISE AWARD TO WPNTI 


Ted Hunter, WONTI, was recently awarded the Leonard Heise 
Award of the Eye Bank Association of America. 


WONT! and Or. Al Braley, WAGET (QCWA member £8377), started 
the Amateur Radio Eyebank Network in December of 1962 when Or. 
Al, an opthamologist at the University of lowa, had one of 
his patients lose his sight because no doner eye lissue was 
on hand for corneal surgery. 


The network they developed provides for one amateur in 
each major city which has an Eye Bank to check in twice a 
day to report on the need for and the availability of human 
eyas. Within the first three weeks of net operation, three 
emergencies arose and an eye was furnished for each within 
24 hours through, the efforts of the network. Since that 
humble beginning, the net has been responsible for arranging 
delivery of over 8300 eyes for emergency eye surgery. A 
number of QCWA members participate and WONTI and WOGET have 
been on the net regularly for all these 14 years. Dr. Al 
was awarded a plaque from the Medical Amateur Radio Council 
in 1967.
